A discussion has arisen among some ol 


the newspapers in the east concerning 
the relative courBRO of mjn and women. 
Such a discussion is attended with con- 
siderable interest and profit, (or the tra- 
ditional theory is, "that aen are by far 
the morn courageous, is oipablo of bein 
strongly supported, and toting o hasty 
view ot the question it might be oon- 
olndud that ths superior Rotivity of the 
average ma?onliae career, together with 
the more frequent demands on men for 
cool judgment and self-control, wouic 
ssttle the matter. But when men and 
women in numbers are together con 
fronted with sudden and great liuDger, il 
does n^t always, perhaps not ovoii gfin 
erally, appear that tlio former possejs 
more courage." 


The discussion wa* started by the 


sinking ot the ataatuer Soholten on Mon- 
day night, November 21, ',teu milea ofi 
Dover. Tbero were over ono hundred 
lives lost in tbia calamity, aacl of conrse 
the panic was frightful. 
Bat the reports 


show that in the darkness and death that 
faced, the psssencer.i, the woman were 
laas emotional than men, and for tant rea- 
son were moio easily managed. Little 
children clung to their mothers atad the 
mothers 
were 
filled 
with 
terror 


but 
were 
less 
demonstrative 
than 


a majority oC the men wuose pierjing 
shrieks deadened all eocmda coming from 
the women and children, 


It ia & fact that in the burning of thea- 


traa and other public buildings when 
tilled with people, "it is not always tho 
mon who appear to the greater advan- 
tage." In the burning ot the broofcljn 
theatre eleven ye-irn ago this month, the 
police and lire department had far more 
trouble with the men than with the wom- 
en. The women were paralyzed by fear; 
and incapable of doing anything, while 
the men wore frantic and ungovernable. 
The New York Tribune, speaking of the 
Soholten disaster and the conduct of tho 
passengers, says: 
"Women sometimes 


shriek and rave, but it ia not certain that 
they ate rnuoh more prone to ejaculation 
than the male cowards. They are apt to 
faint and to cry, but many nee above 
weaknesses of Jthe lleeh and display a 
ealrnneus and readiness to face death de- 
serving admiration. There is indeed 
aome ground for suspecting that the 
selfishness of tho present ago has render- 
ed men, particularly town-dwellers, more 
liable to abject pamo fear than were their 
prrgenitors. Certainly there have been 
many cases of late years in which men 
have behaved disoiuditfibly, and on tho 
whole it is JCSB easy than ever to deter- 
mine judicially whether men or women 
have the more courage." 


It has boeu observed that in many of 


the railway di&Retere in this country the 
womtn have bthaved much better thin 
tho men, and that the foiiner hove been 
the greater sufferers in such i&ses be- 
canse tho men have not hesitated to 
trample upon fainting wornf u in ordtr to 
save thtmscives. Ot course there have 
bet>c many instances "in wbioh mascu- 
line self-sacrifice hrjB risen to the noblest 
heroism," bntou the whole, the conduct 
of womeu in calamities, and in mibfor- 
tanes coming to the home aril to the 
business affairs of 
lite, deserve more 


praiee than that ot mon. Womeu may ba 
the "gentler and tho weaker sex," but in 
moral and physical courage, thay are, as 
a rub, superior to men.

A wise remark from the Fortlscil Or- 


egorion: "The first ftep in reducing the 
revenue should bo to put sugar on the 
free list. This woukl reduce tbe leve- 
nne lynsorottan £DU,COO,OCO a year and 
would take that sura from the cost of Rn 
aiticleof food of universul use ntid ne- 
cessity to our people.
